May well be worthwhile program, 
and I could even understand it, but refuse to listen as long as token 
English be canceled? Or at least in limbo (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)

But FCC FM Query shows a different pattern, circular except pulled in 
at 190 degrees SSW to only 49%, disfavoring ABQ, and also reduced from 
160 to 220 degrees. 


City of License, however, as always in legal IDs, is White Rock, which 
is between SF and LA. Radio-Locator.com shows:

RV has been AWOL from all 
known frequencies (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx VANUATU. 11835, July 29 at 0625, R. Vanuatu reactivated in Bislama 
talk, weaker than before, S6/S8 on 3 x 3945; also JBA carrier on 7890 
= 2 x 3945. Manuel Méndez, Spain also reports this and changing from 
7260 at 0559. I check almost every night and last date logged 11835 
was June 24. Was definitely gone by June 30. For a while they stayed 
on 7260 before and after 0600 so no harmonix, then totally missing 
(Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


xx VANUATU. 11835, July 30 at 0628, RV is on at S4-S6, noisy, 3 x 
3945. This becomes **routine’* and not always logged until it’s 
missing again, leaving us unsure when it were last heard.

11835, August 2 at 0623, RV is on but only S5/S6, YL talk 
in presumed Bislama (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR) 


**x VANUATU. 11835, Aug 3 at 0631, RV on 3 x 3945 is S4/S6, music with 
a beat into drumming signaling government announcements; also JBA on 
7890 = 2 x 3945 (Glenn Hauser, OK, WOR)
